BURIED TODAY 
WITHOUT POMP 


Body of Georges Clemen- 
ceau Placed Beside That 
Of His Father 


MOUCHAMPS, France, Nov, 25.— 
Former Premier Georges Clemenceau 
was buried shortly after noon Monday 
as he had wished, without pomp or 
ceremony, 

The body of the “Father of Victory,” 
was placed beside that of his father in 
a little plot in Colombier, just, outside 
the village, to rest forever in his be- 
loved Vendeean home. 

Only members of the family and 
about 20 of his most intimate friends 
were present at the interment, police 
keeping at a distance villagers and 
other spectators. 

Rain, which had been persistent all 
morning ceased as the little cortege 
entered the burial place, but the sky 
remained gray and misty. 

Although the premier’s closest 
friends had announced he would be 
buried standing upright, the family 
decided at the last moment that the 
grave should be dug as usual because 
solid rock crops out at the burial 
place to within a yard of the surface 

The body of Clemenceau left Paris 
at 2 a.m. today, en route to its last 
resting place. There was no muffled 
drum beat, no oratory, no acclamation 
to speed the body on its last journey 
Instead, the former premier’s last be- 
hest was carried out to the letter with 
all the simplicity and calm he desired 

Only a little group, consisting of 
General Henri Gouraud, prefect of 
police Chiappe, the artist Gilbert 
Bellan, and a few neighbors witnessed 
the removal of the body, so impressive 
for all its simplicity and lack of 
ostentation,

CENSORS WILL 
WATCH FILMS 
VERY CLOSELY 


Talkies Present New Dan- 
gers Convention is 
Informed

TORONTO, Nov. 25—Movie censors 
throughout the dominion have new 
troubles heaped upon their heads and 
old troubles rejuyenated with the ad- 
vent of the talkies, 

This the censors themselves admit- 
ted Saturday when representatives of 
every provincial film censorship board 
in the dominion save Saskatchewan's 
concluded a three day conference at 
the parliament buildings here. 

It appears that the silent movies 
were improving—from the censors’s 
point of view—when the talkies came 
into vogue, Since the spoken word has 
been added to the motion picture, said 
an official statement released by the 
conference, certain objectionable fea- 
tures in the silent film, which were 
lessening, have re-appeared in more 
agaravated form. 

Hollywood, the censors further com- 
plained, is turning out talkies so 
rapidly that, “save for distinguished 
exceptions” little attention ts given 
the merit and quality of the subject 
matter of the films, Consequently, 
censors must be more vigilant, their 
shears more active, 

Unanimously the censors affirmed 
their “disapproval of film subjects 
emphasizing violation of law, under- 
world life, promiscuous use of fire- 
arms, sex problems, nudity, the be- 
Iittling or reflecting upon religious be- 
efs or ceremonies, excessive use of 
intoxicants, hisrepresentations of 
social and college life and also those 
giving false versions of history.” 

“Such films”, the statement pro- 
ceeds, “will continue to receive close 
scrutiny,”

Dutton Takes Exception to 
Report on McDougall 
Blaze 


There is not one fireproof schoo! in | 


the city, according to a startling state- 
tment of Fire Chief Albert Dutton, em- 
bodied in a report of the chief on the 
McDougall school fire, which will be 

resented to council Monday night 

“he chief takes exception to the opin- 
jon of the fire commissioners’ Inyesti- 
Gators that the fire in McDougall 
school was caused by a short circult. 

The chief previously stated he be- 
iieved the fire was caused by someone 
carelessly throwing down a lighted 
cigarette stub during a basketball 
game in the gymnasium the previous 
night, and this remark drew the ire 
of Percy Page, pyincipal of the schoo) 
and coach of the Grads basketball 
team. Mr. Page flatly denied the re- 
port that there had been any smoking 
in the school 

Not Fireproof 

The chief's report, which is very 
voluminous and deals with all phases 
of the fire, water protection, etc. 
states In part: “There seems to be an 
impression that the schools of this 
city are fireproof. My answer is 
‘No.’ The McDougall school was not 
fireproof with its wooden floor joists, 
wooden floors and all the sombustible 
contents, ahd I say right here and 
now there is not a fireproof schoo] in 
this city, but I admit the schools con- 
structed during the past few years are 
built of more fire-resisting material 
out they are not fireproof. 

“In conclusion I Wish to say there 
are certain rumors that the fire was 
caused by a short circuit in the elec- 
tric wiring. If those rumors were true, 
why did not the fire start during the 
day and not on this particular morn- 
ing when people had been In the 
dullding the night before?” 

The chief recommends that a survey 
of all city schools be made by the 
schoo] engineer, J. W. Turner, water- 
works superintendent, and himself, 
with a view to providing increased 
fire protection, He refers to the scar- 
city of easily accessible hydrants at 
McDougall school] and mentions the 
new Spruce Avenue school as a case 
in point where there are too few ad- 
‘acent fire hydrants.
